Shortages  of  refrigerator  cars  are  being  currently  reported  in  all  producing 
sections  and  there  is  every  indication  that  this  condition  Y«"i  11  ■  prevail  for  the 
next  several  months.     Shippers  of  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  in  all  areas  of  the 
country/  are  making  an  extreme  effort  to  get  their  products  tc  market  prior  to  the 
holidays.    A  representative  of  the  Association  of  American  Railroads  reports  that 
export  shipments  of  perishables  has  increased  during  the  past  two  weeks,  and 
furthermore,  that  packers'   loadings  have  shown  a  mark'fed  increase,  making  it  nec- 
essary to  furnish  a  large  nmber  of  standard  refrigerator  cars  in  order  to  handle 
this  business  currently  at  packing  plants,  ■

Shipments  of  fruit  and  vegetables  from  the  Southwestern  Region  during  January 
1946  (excluding  Texas,  which  is  discussed  later  on),  will  be  about  1,010  cf-rloads. 
These  will  consist  principally  of  the  following  shipments  to  originate  in  Louisiana;: 
875  cars  of  sweetpotatoe s ,  65  cars  mixed  vegetables,  and  10  cars  each  of  cabbage, 
oranges    and  turnips.    Ab^ut  15  cars  each  of  onions  and  sweetpotatoes  will  originate 
in  Kansas.     In  addition  Mssouri  will  originate  10  cars  of  apples. 

Carload  shipments  of  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  to  origint\te!  in  Florida  dur- 
ing January  1946,  will  aggregate  17,345,  while  the  movements  from  Texas  will  ap- 
proximate 11,040  cars.

In  the  kocky  .lountain  Region,  estimf?tcd  carload  shipments  of  fresh  fruits  and 
■vegetables  during  January  1946,  will  approximate  2,910.    About  71  per  cent  of  these 
shipments  will  originate  in  Colorado  and  are  as  follows:  1,300  cars  of  potatoes, 
700  cars  of  onions,  and  55  cars  of  mixed  vegetables,     The  shipments  from  Utah  are 
estimated  to  be  112  cars  of  potatoes  and  70  cars  of  onions.    About  505  cars  of 
potatoes  will  originate  in  Wyoming  and  163  cars  in  Montana, 

Carload  shipments  of  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  to  move  out  of  the  North 
Central  Region  during  January  1946,  are  estimated  to  be  4,922  cars.    These  will 
consist  principally  of  potatoes  as  follows:  1,800  cars  from  North  Dakota,  1,665  cars 
from  Nebraska,  1,000  cars  from  Minnesota,  170  cars  from  South  Dakota  and  55  cars 
from  Iowa. 

Minnesota  will  also  originate  170  cars  of  onions,  20  cars  of  turnips,  15  cars 
of  mixed  vegetables  and' 6  cars  each  of  cabbage  and  carrots.     Iowa  is  expected  to 
originate  about    15  carloads  of  onions. 

During  the  month  of  January  1946,  the  estimated  movements  of  fresh  fruits  and 
vegetables  to  originate  in  the  Southern  Region  v/ill  total  868  cars.     This  compares 
with  an  estimated  movement  from  this  same  region  during  December  1945,  of  1,125  car- 
loads and  represents  a  decrease  of  257  cars,  or  23  per  cent.     Shipments  from  Florida 
are  not  included  in  these  estimates.     They  have  already  been  discussed  in  a  preced- 
iag'^'j^ragraph.     Of  the  estimate  indicated  above  for  January,  a  major  portion  of  the 
(movements  will  comprise  shipments  to  originate  in  Virginia  and  South  Carolina.  Those 
to  originate  in  Virginia  will  bo  250  cars  of  apples,  155  cars  of  greens  (except 
pinach),  and  5  cars  each  of  mixed  vegetables  and  sweetpotatoes.     South  Carolina 
shipments  are  estimated  to  be  100  cars  of  cabbage,  50  cars  of  sweetpotatoes,  30  cars 
of  broccoli  and  10  cars  of  mixed  vegetables.     North  Carolina  is  expected  to  ship  80 
cars  of  sweetpotatoes  and  10  cars  of  cabbage,  while  Georgia  will  originate  50  cars 
of  mixed  vegetables,  25  cars  of  greens  (except  Spinach),  and  10  cars  of  sweetpotatoeg. 
About  65  cars  of  sweetpotatoes  will  originate  in  Tennessee  and  10  cars  in  Kentucky. 
In  addition,  Alabama  will  originate  approximately  15  cars  of  cabbage 

The  estimated  carloads  expected  to  originate  in  the  Great. Lakes  Region  in 
January  1946,  will  aggregate  1,850.     Of  this  total  760  cars  of  potatoes,  445  cars 
of  onions,  30  cars  of  carrots,  25  cars  of  apples  and  10  cars  of  beets  are  assigned 
.'to  Michigan;  210  cars  of  potatoes,  110  cars  of  onions,  60  cars  of  cabbage  and  5  cars 
^  \ach  of  mixed  vegetables  and  turnips  to  Wisconsin;  45  cars  of  potatoes,  35  cars  of 
'ttions  and  15  cars  of  apples  to  Ohio;  40  cars  of  potatoes,  25  cars  of  onions  and  5 
y-s  of  sweetpotatoes  to  Indiana;  and  15  cars  of  carrots  and  5  cars  each  of  apples

The  total  volume  of  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  to  originate  in  the  Middle 
Atlantic  Region  during  January  1946,  will  approximate  2,450  carloads.     Of  this 
total  it  is  estimated  that  2,022.  carloads  will  originate  in  New  York  State  and  will 
consist  of  the  folloviring:  810  car:.s  of  cabbage,  600  cars'of  potatoes,  170  cars  of 
carrots,  50  cars  of  apples,  320  .cars  of  onions,  37  cars  of  mixed  vegetables  and  35 
cars  of  beets.     Pennsylvania  shipments  are  estimated  to  be  192*  cars  of  potatoes,  25 
cars  of  apples  and  5  cars  of  miiced  vegetables.
